Bible Evidence 
That Prophesying 
Is Not Preaching 


BY EDITOR JOHN R. RICE 


The editor’s new book, “Bobbed 
Hair, Bossy Wives, and Women 
Preachers,” has aroused much in- 
terest in the question of whether a 
prophetess in the Bible was a wom- 
an preacher. Careful study must 
convince everyone, I believe, that 
prophesying does not mean preach- 
in 


g. 

The words prophet, prophetess, 
prophecy, and prophesying are all 
related words in English with the 
same root. Incidentally they come 
from the same Greek form also. 
The same words in the Old Testa- 
ment are translated from related 
words with the same Hebrew root, 
in most cases. 

I, too, once thought that proph- 
esying in the New Testament 
meant forthtelling or expounding. 
I will outline briefly what I think 
are the evidences that prophecy is 
not expounding or forthtelling, is 
not preaching. Of course we under- 
stand that a man who prophesies 
might also preach, as no doubt 
many prophets did. But I think the 
following evidences prove that 
prophesying is not preaching but 
is a giving of a direct revelation 
from God, is a miraculous gift, us- 


ually foretelling the future, always 

transmitting a direct revelation.

“And these things, breth- 
ren, I have in a figure trans- 
ferred to myself and to Apol- 
los for your sakes; that ye 
might learn in us not to think 
of men above that which is 
written, that no one of you be 
puffed up for one against an- 
other.”

' babes in the gospel, not able to 


bear strong meat, as Paul had said 
in verses 1 and 2 above. In verse 
5 Paul simply disclaims any dif- 
ference in his gospel and that of 
Apollos or of any other minister 
by whom people might believe in 
Christ. In verse 8 he expressly says 
that “he that planteth (Pauli) and 


© he that watereth (Apollos) are 
»  one’’—that is, that they exactly 


agree. 
~ And then in verse 22 Paul says 
that whether Paul, or Apollos, or 


» -Cephas—one who had the one, had 
| the other. There was no difference 
- in their doctrine. Neither one could 
=» give them anything that the other 
' could not give them. One who be- 
' lieved under Paul’s preaching was 


no better nor no better informed 
than those converted under the 


' preaching of Apollos. 


And then in I Corinthians 4:6 
we are simply warned not to think 
of men (especially of Paul or Ap- 
polios or Peter) more highly than 
we ought to, and that no one 
should set himself up as a follower 
of Paul instead of Peter or instead 
of any other Bible preacher or 
writer of the Bible. 

An earnest good Christian broth- 
er wrote me asking, “Are we un- 
der Paul’s preaching of grace, as 
of Galatians 1:6-10 and Ephesians 
2:8, 9....or under the kingdom 
That 
honest question of a useful, good 
man encourages me to answer the 
questions of others on this subject. 
Did Paul have one gospel differ- 
ent from the gospel preached by 
others? Was the kingdom gospei 
and Paul’s gospel different? And I 
answer quickly and say, “Abso- 
lutely not!” There is only one gos- 
pel, only one plan of salvation.

Only One Gospell 
In Galatians 1:6-8 Paul says, “I 


"marvel that ye are so soon rermoved 
' from him that called you into the 
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 ‘Paul’s Gospel’ or ‘Kingdom Gospel’? 


grace of Christ unto another gos-

ere be some that trouble you, 
and would pervert the gospel of 
Christ. But though we, or an angel 
from heaven, preach any other gos- 
pel unto you than that which we. 
have preached unto you, let him be 
accursed,” : 

Paul says that that which the 
Judaizers brought to Galatia was 
claimed to be another gospel; but 
it was not really a gospel. And then 
he gives them the solemn warning 
that the original gospel which he 
preached to them early in his sec- 
ond missionary journey (Acts 16: 
6) was the only gospel, and none 
other was to be tolerated. If he, 
Paul, should later come to them 
with any different gospel, or even 
an angel from Heayen, he was to 
be accursed! | 

Thus we know that Paul never 
did change his gospel. Any new 
revelation Paul received from 
Heaven did not affect the old, old 
gospel; it was just the same, never 
to be changed. 

Mark 1:1, 2 says, “The beginning 
of the gospel of Jesus Christ, the 
Son of God; as it is written in the 
prophets, Behold, I send my mes- 
senger before thy face, which shall 
prepare thy way before thee.” And 
then there follows a discussion of 
the ministry of John the Baptist, 
fulfilling that prophecy ~ quoted 
from Malachi 3:1 as it applied to 
the ministry of John the Baptist. 
So John the Baptist began preach- 
ing the true gospel. To put John the 
Baptist in the Old Testament order 
and to have him preaching law and 
not grace is here made utterly im- 
possible. John the Baptist the gos- 
pel, exactly the same gospel as 
Jesus preached. Those who heeded 
the gospel preached by John the 
Baptist believed in Christ, and de- 
pending on Him were saved; for 
John the Baptist preached, ‘Be- 
hold, the Lamb of God, which tak- 
eth away the sin of the world” 
(John 1:29). Neither Paul nor any 
other preacher ever made the gos- 
pel of salvation by simple faith 
alone any clearer than did John the 
Baptist in John 3:3-36 ending with 
this matchless statement of it — 


everlasting life: and he that be- 
lieveth not the Son shall not see 
life; but the wrath of God abideth 
on him.” 

That plan of salvation, that gos- 
pel invitation, as expressed in John 
3:36 is exactly the same as Jesus 
Himself told Nicodemus in John 3: 
16, the same that Paul and Silas 
told the Philippian jalior in Acts 
16:31, is the same Paul wrote to 
the Ephesian Christians in Ephe- 
sians 2:8, 9. The preaching of John 
the Baptist was gospel preaching. 
All who heeded John the Baptist 
turned to Christ in personal faith, 
depending on Him alone to save. 


ls Repentance for Today? 


John the Baptist said, “Repent 
ye: for the kingdom of heaven is 
at hand” (Matt. 3:2). Some have 
foolishly supposed that repentance 
was for Jews only. But that is not 
true. Jesus preached the same, ex- 
actly, when He came, saying, “Re- 
pent: for the kingdom of heaven is 
at hand” (Matt. 4:17). But the 
same word repent is emphasized 
just as strongly in the gospel of 
Luke as in the gospel of Matthew; 
and Jesus said there twice, “Ex- 
cept ye repent ye shall all likewise 
perish” (Luke 13:3, 5). To the dis- 
ciples waiting before Pentecost, Je- 
sus commanded, ‘that repentance 
and remission of sins should be 
preached in his name among all na- 
tions, beginning at Jerusalem” 
(Luke 24:47). So the teaching of 
repentance is a part of the gospel 
for ali nations, and not merely for 
Jews. Paul, preaching to the Gen- 
tiles on Mars’ hill at Athens said 
that God “now commandeth all 
men every where to repent” (Acts 
17:30). Repentance is. command- 
ed of “all men every where.” And 
in It Peter 3:9 we are told that 
God is “not willing that any should 
perish, but that all should come to 
repentance.” Paul’s preaching in 
the great Gentile city of Ephesus 


|} was “repentance toward God, and 


faith toward our Lord Jesus 
Christ” (Acts 20:21). 

Dr. H. A. Ironside has done us 
a great service in his book, Except 
Ye Repent, where he urges that ev- 
erywhere gospel preachers should 
stress the fact y as go 
preachers did in Bible times that

impossible without a_ revulsion 
against sin and a_ turning 
of the heart to God, that is, a 
change of mind, or repentance. All 
the great preachers who have won 
thousands of souls have preached 
that men need to repent of their 
sins, that there ought to be a godly 
sorrow which leads to a genuine 
turning of heart to hate sin and 
love God. And at the same time 
the heart puts its trust in Jesus 
Christ, depending on Christ to for- 
give che sins that the poor sinner 
now hates and turns from. Repent- 
ance is a part of God’s plan of sal- 
vation, or rather, is one fact of the 
single plan of salvation. It is the 
gospel in one of its simple state- 
ments. The gospel that Christ died 
for our sins and rose again, accord- 
ing to the scriptures, is not appre- 
hended nor received honestly by 
any heart that does not turn, that 
does not repent. | 
So the preaching of John the Bap- 
tist was gospel preaching. It was 
not any different in its dispensa- 
tion from that of Paul. 


"The Gospel of the Kingdom" 


But John the Baptist preached, 
“The kingdom of sheaven is at 
hand” (Matt. 3:2). And so did Je- 
sus (Matt. 4:17). Matthew 4:23 


tells us that Jesus preached “‘the 


gospel of the kingdom.”’ Does that 
mean that Jesus preached in Gal- 
ilee a different gospel from that 


in Jerusalem as recorded in the 
third chapter of John? Certainiy 
not! By “the gospel of the king- 
dom” it is simply meant that Jesus 
was offering the kingdom, the lit- 
eral kingdom on earth, when He 
the “Seed of David’ should reign 
at Jerusalem. And this offer of the 
kingdem as being at hand, or nigh, 
or available, was simply used as an 
urgent reason why they should-re- 
pent and be saved. For no Jew or 
Gentile will enter that kingdom 
who is not truly born again! 

Suppose I go to a tuberculosis 
sanitarium and in a ward of hope- 
less cases of, those who are certain 
to die soon I am allowed to preach. 
And suppose that there I preach to 
them a “gospel for the dying.” 
Does that mean that I would give 
them a different gospel? Certainly 
not! By the “gospel for the dying”’ 
I would only mean that I had the 
same gospel, but I would present it 
with a particular urgency in view 
of the fact that those who heard 
me had such a short time to receive 
it. There are many motives and 
reasons for urging people to accept 
the gospel. The opportunity of Jews 
to receive their kingdom was one, 
and so the gospel that men should 
repent and be born again so they 
would be fit to enter the kingdom 
of Christ on earth was called sim- 
ply “the gospel of the kingdom.” 

Now, the imminency of the king- 
dom does not press upon us. We 
know that the kingdom has been 
postponed because the king was re- 
jected of the Jews. We know that 
now the next thing we are taught 
to look for is the coming of Christ 
to receive His saints into the air, 
not to reign, yet, on earth. And so 
we may preach the gospel in view 
of the coming of the Saviour, in- 
stead of preaching the same gospel 
in view of the coming of the king- 
dom. It is perfectly legitimate 
now to connect the imminent com- 
ing of Christ with our urging men 
to accept Him and depend upon 
Him as Saviour. It was fitting then 
that the prospect of the kingdom 
should be urged upon the people as 
“a reason why they should repent, 
trust in Christ and be saved. But 
in both cases it would be the same 
gospel. People would be saved by 
simple faith in Christ, turning their 
hearts from the love of sin to love 
God, whether they did it in view 
of the kingdom under the preach- 
ing of John the Baptist or Jesus, or 
whether they do it now in view of 
the agg 3 of the Saviour from 
Heaven, which coming we expect 
at any time. ‘ 

But in the great tribulation time 
after the rapture is over and when 
it is time for Christ to return again 
to reign on earth, then the same 
gospel will be preached; but it will 
again be connected with a proph- 
ecy and an urgent warning that 
the kingdom is coming. In view of 
the coming kingdom, people will be 
urged to repent and trust in Christ 
for salvation. And this same gos- 
pel then will be called, “this 
of the kingdom”; and it “shall be 
preached in all the world for a wit- 
ness unto all nations,” and the end

ert is an interesting fact that the 
kingdom is mentioned in the hook 
of Matthew fifty times, according 
to Young’s Analytical Concordance, 
and forty-four times in-the book of 
Luke. Since Luke is considerably 
‘shorter, we find that it mentions 
the kingdom more frequently 
than Matthew, despite the fact 
that the book of Luke presents 
Jesus as the Son of man and is ob- 
viously addressed to all mankind, 
while Matthew has more particular 
meaning for Israel than does Luke. 
And Paul in his Epistles talks 
about the kingdom of God fourteen 
times, while Peter, whom some 
people suppose to be writing prin- 
cipally for Jews, mentions it in 
his.epistles only once! It is certain- 
ly unscriptural, and a mark of 
careless study, to talk about John 
the Baptist and Jesus preaching “a 
kingdom gospel” and of Paul as 
bringing ‘“‘a gospel of grace,” as if 
it differed from the kingdom gos- 
pel. The kingdom teaching was for 
all, and the gospel of grace was for 
all. 


Was John's Baptism for Jews Only? 


John the Baptist baptized con- 


verts. Some carnal Christians, these 
babes who are not yet able to re- 
tain strong meat, but need the sin- 
cere milk of thé Word, these who, 
like the Corinthians, say, “I am 


strife, setting Paul against Peter or 
Paul against James or Paul against 
John the Baptist and against 
Christ-—some of these, I say, teach 
that John baptized but that that 
was only for Jews-and that baptism 
was a-part of “the kingdom mes- 
sage.” They would have us to think 
that baptism is connected with the 
law and not with grace, that it was 
for Jews and not for Gentiles, But 
here again it is because they do not 
know well the Bible and have nev- 
er understood the great fundamen- 
tal. meaning conneeted with the 
plan of salvation and with baptism 
as a picture and symbol of salva- 
tion by grace. But baptism means 
today exactly what it meant with 
John the Baptist. And Paul de- 
scribes it in Romans 6:4-6 as fol- 
lows: ‘““Therefore we are buried 
with him by baptism into death: 
that like as Christ was raised up 
from the dead by the glory of the 
Father, even so we also should 
walk in newness of life. For if we 
have been planted together in the 
likeness of his death, we shall be 
also in the likeness of his resurrec- 
tion: knowing this, that our old 
man is crucified with him, that the 
body of sin might be destroyed, 
that. henceforth we should not 
serve sin,” : 


When a Christian is baptized he 
means to: picture that Christ died 
for our sins and rose again; that by 
faith in Him we too have been 
counted dead to sin. Now the old 
life is buried and we are counted 
dead, so we raise up to live a new 
life in Christ. Baptism should 
mean that to every new convert. — 


Do not scorn the baptism of John 
the Baptist. Jesus walked perhaps 
ninety miles to be baptized of John 
the Baptist in the Jordan River. 
And He said, ‘‘Thus it becometh us 
to fulfill all righteousness.” It is 
a righteous act, that is an act of 
faith, showing that Christ in dy- 
ing on the cross-for us and being 
buried for us and being risen again 
for our justification, has fulfilled 
all the law, all righteousness. Bap- 
tism clearly pictures grace, not 
law. Remember that Jesus was not 
only baptized Himself, but He 
taught others to be baptized, All of 
the twelve apostles were baptized 
with the baptism of John, and no 
one could be one of the twelve to 
bear witness to Jesus, without this 
(Acts 1:21, 22). Paul himself was 
baptized, and he baptized others 
wherever he went. 

It is true that Paul did not make 
baptism the end to which he strove. 
He said, “For Christ sent me not 
to baptize, but to preach the gos- 
pel” (I Cor. 1:17): No, that was 
not the end Paul aimed at. But do 
you think that he sinned every time 
he baptized people? Does Paul 
mean to say that he had misunder- 


violated God’s command, and that 
every time he had baptized a new 
convert, he had preached a false 
no! Rather, Paul 
meant that though he had. con-

tism. But the gospel was the end, 
and baptism was only an incidental 
picture which God had commanded 
to keep the gospel clear in the 
minds of the congregations who 
saw it. Baptism was a means, not 
the end. It. still is. 


No Bible preacher ever was sent 
primarily to baptize. I have bap- 
tiZed hundreds of new converts, and 
yet I never preached a sermon aim- 
ing primarily to get people bap- 
tized. Certainly John the Baptist 
did not come primarily to baptize. 
He baptized, as a duty, just as Paul 
did; but always his preaching was 
primarily to get men to repent! 
Baptism only pictured their repent- 
ance and was a symbol of the heart 
turning from sin to trust in Christ. 
It pictured the burial and resur- 
rection of the Saviour, and pictured 
the new convert’s death to sin and 
the newness of life which he ex- 
pected to live by God’s grace. 

"One Baptism’ — But Which 

Baptism? 

In Ephesians 4:5 the Scripture 
says that there is “One Lord, one 
faith, one baptism.” So, many 
babes in Christ who have not been 
well taught in the Scriptures and 
who hasten after dispensational 
teaching before they know the 
greater fundamentals, say that this 
phrase of two words “one baptism,” 
proves that baptism in water is 
now out of date, is entirely done 
away with, dhd that henceforth for 
the Christian there is no«eduty to 
be baptized; that we should ignore 
both the example and the teaching 
of Jesus on the question. They say 
that Paul received new light that 
other Bible preachers didn’t have. 
They say that the great commis- 
sion in which Jesus commanded us 
to “teach all nations, baptizing 
them in the name of the Father, 
and, of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost: teaching them to observe 
all things whatsoever I have com- 
manded you” is really not binding 
on us, though Jesus expressly said 
it was for all nations and even to 
the end of the world. 


But that is a very short-sighted 
and unscriptural opinion. I can 
show that to a prayerful heart, I 
believe, in a few moments. 

Several baptisms are mentioned 
in the Bible. I mention the fol- 
lowing: 

1. The baptism of a new convert 
in water. John said, “I indeed bap- 
tize you with water,” literally in 
water (Matt. 3:11). “And Jesus, 
when He was baptized, went up 
straightway out of the water” 
(Matt. 3:16)..The baptism, of 
course, was a burial of the new 
convert in water, and_his resur- 
rection. from the water, as de- 
scribed in Romans 6:4, 5. 

2. The baptism in the Holy Ghost. 
Jesus did the baptizing in the Holy 
Spirit as we are plainly told (Matt. 
3:11), covering, surrounding, im- 
mersing His disciples in the Holy 
Ghost. This was the enduement of 
power from on high promised in 
Luke 24:49, the power to witness 
for Jesus promised in Acts 1:8, 

3. At conversion one is baptized 
or buried into the body of Christ 
as a stone is put into a stone wall, 
buried there in mortar and stone 
(I Cor. 12:13; Eph. 2:19-22; I Pe- 
ter 2:5). Notice that the Holy Spir- 
it is the One Who does this, that 
one is baptized by the Holy Spirit 
into the mystical body of Christ. 
This is surely not the same as be- 
ing baptized or covered, or im- 
mersed by Christ in the Holy Spir- 
it. Baptism number two above is 
a baptism:-in the Holy Spirit for 
soul-winning power, and some 
Christains never have this power. 
But baptism number three every 
one gets as soon as he is sav 
being put into the, body of Christ 
and buried there, that is immersed, 
baptized there by the Holy Spirit, 
made a part of the body. -

4. Christ’s baptism in suffering. 
He was overwhelmed, or surround- 
ed, with grief and trouble. “But I 
have a baptism to be baptized 
with; and how am I straitened till 
it be accomplished” (Luke 12:50). 

Now above are four different 
baptisms mentioned in the Bible. 
Then when Ephesians 4:5 says, 


“One baptism,” which of these bap- 


tisms does it mean? 

That is easy when you ask the 
simple question, which of these is 
a literal, physical baptizing or bur- 
ial? Which others of these are only 
figures of speech; have a clear 
meaning but are not literal burials 
or immersions? 


It is quite clear that when Christ 
‘poured out” the Holy Spirit at 
Pentecost and the disciples were 
“baptized in. the Holy Ghost,” these 
are figures of speech. Christ didn’t 
put the Holy Spirit in a pitcher and 
pour Him out like water. Neither 
were the Christians literally dipped, 
immersed, plunged, or buried in the 
Holy Spirit. But in a figurative and 
spiritual sense they were surround- 
ed, covered, overwhelmed with the 
power of God..And so the Bible 
uses this beautiful figure of speech 
and calls it, in a few cases. “bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost.” But ac- 
tually other terms are usually used. 
The Bible in Acts 2:4 says, “And 
they were all filled with the Holy 


- Ghost.’”’ In Luke 24:49 Jesus used 


the phrase “endued with power 
from on high.’ Joel’s prophecy, 
quoted in Acts 2:18 says, “I will 
pour out in those days of my Spir- 
it.” In Acts 2:38 the promise is, 
“Ye shall receive the gift of the 
Holy Ghost.” It is obvious that all 
these Scriptures are talking about 
what happened at Pentecost. The 
term .“baptism” is only one of the 
terms used, and that a very fig- 
urative term. Other terms are usu- 
ally used in the Bible about what 
happened then. “Baptized in the 
Holy Ghost’ is a figure of speech, 
not a literal use of the word. That 
baptism is not a literal baptism. 

Likewise, when a new convert is 
buried into the body of Christ at 
his regeneration, there-is no literal, 
physical immersion. Only in a fig- 
urative, mystical sense the new 
convert becomes a part of the body 
of Christ which will be called out 
at the rapture. 

And only in a figurative sense, 
likewise, was Christ baptized or 


buried in suffering. These are fig- 


urative uses of the term. 


But baptism in water is a literal 
baptism, a literal immersion, a lit- 
eral, physical burial. And remem- 
ber that many many thousands of 
people were baptized by John the 
Baptist, and many other thousands 
baptized by the disciples of Jesus, 
and at the Saviour’s own command, 
long before Pentecost. Matthew 3 
tells of the preaching of John the 
Baptist, and verses five and six 
say, “Then went out to Jerusalem, 
and all Judaea, and all the region 
round about Jordan, and: were bap- 
tized of him in Jordan, confessing 
their sins.” For perhaps three and 
a half years or more the people had 
been accustomed to new converts 
being baptized in water. So literal 
baptism, in the Bible sense, was 
understood to be immersion of a 
new convert in water. The word 
was used first in that way, and had 
a very definite, literal, physical 
meaning. The other uses. of the 
term were only figurative and de- 
rived meanings, By nation-wide use 
the word baptism meant the im- 
mersion of a convert physically, lit- 
erally in water. | 

Therefore, when Ephesians 4: 5 
says, ‘‘One Lord, one faith, one bap- 
tism,” of course it refers to bap- 
tism in water, the only literal bap- 


tism, the only. physical immersion 


in the Bible. Remember that bap- 
tism in water has no other name 
in the Bible. Remember that 
though we say, “water baptism,”’ 
because we have confused the 
terms, the Bible simply says, “bap- 
tism,” and always means baptism 
in water, unless the context clearly 
shows 0 

And Ephesians 4:5 does not 
mean the term baptism could 
not n used in a figurative 


* “sense for egg or for power, 


Ce Smee of Christ. But in 
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the literal sense there is only one 
baptism. 

But actually Ephesians 4:5 is not 
saying, ‘There once were two bap- 
tisms, but one of them is done 
away with, and now we only have 
one.” No, no! What that verse is 
really saying is, “We all have the 
same Lord, we all have the same 
faith, we all have the same bap- 
tism. We all have the same God, 
we all are members of the same 
body, we all have the same Holy 
Spirit, we all are called in the same 
hope.” That is the literal meaning 
of. the Scripture in Ephesians 4: 
4,5, Paul, led by the Holy Spirit, 
is stressing the unity of Christians, 
How strange it is that carnal-mind- 
ed Christians, ‘smart alecks’ not 
well informed on Bible doctrine, 
should use this very Scripture to 
bring disunity instead of unity, and 
should divide Christians instead of 
uniting them! 

What the Lord says here is that 
we all have the same baptism and 
should give the same testimony. 
And in the preceding verse He has 
already mentioned that we have 
the same Holy Spirit; so this bap- 
tism does not refer to the baptism 
of the Spirit, but to baptism in 
water. 

So, it is foolish and unscriptural 
to make a new dispensation here 
and try to do away with baptism. 


Were Miracles for Jews Only? 


Those who cause divisions and 
say, “I am of Paul,” Christians 
who need to be given milk because 
they cannot yet bear strong meat, 
Christians who start out to try to 
teach dispensations before they 
know other great fundamentals of 
the Bible, sometimes carelessly say 
that miracles and signs and won- 
ders followed the gospel among the 
Jews but not among the Gentiles; 
that the gospel of the kingdom in- 
voived miracles but the gospel of 
grace, Paul’s gospel, did not. 

They have in mind such Scrip- 
tures as Mark 16:17, 18 which 
says, “And these signs shall follow 
them that believe; In my name 
shall they cast out devils; they 
shall speak with new tongues; they 
shall take up serpents; and if they 
drink any deadly thing, it shall not 
hurt them; they shall lay hands on 
the sick, and they shall recover.” 


They also have in mind the mir- 
acies which are recorded in the 
ministry of Jesus and in the book 
of Acts. They say that such mir- 
acles de not occur today, and there- 
fore that the gospel has been 
changed. But their mistake is two- 
fold: first, they misunderstand the 
place of miracles in the time of 
Christ; and second, out of their 
ignorance they suppose that no 
miracles are occurring today. 

Mark 16:17, 18 did not promise 
that miracles would follow in the 
case of everybody who trusted 
Christ for salvation. Nothing can 
be plainer than that miracles were 


‘the exception, even in Bible times. 


Aside from Paul and Barnabas, 
who cast out devils in the book of 
Acts? Aside from Paul on the is- 
land of Melita (Acts 28:3-5), who 
ever took up serpents in the New 
Testament? Of course that was in- 
voluntary with Paul, and God pro- 
tected him. It was not an everyday 
business and was not done for a 
show by anybody. It is true that 
the apostles sometimes laid hands 
on the sick and they recovered. But 
that was unusual. And I Corinth- 
ians 12:29, 30 plainly says, “Are 
all workers of miracles? have all 
the gifts of healing? do all speak 
with tongues? do ail interpret?” 
questions 
showing that such miracles and 
gifts were widely scattered. The Bi- 
re never anywhere intimates that 
New Testament Christians did 
migpcles No, Stephen was stoned 
left dead and nobody of all the 
Christians of Jerusalem had the 
power to raise him. The apostle 
James was imprisoned and finally 
killed by Herod, and all the apos- 
tles did not have power to release 
him from jail nor raise his dead 
body (Acts 12:1, 2). Peter raised 
only one son from the dead 
(Acts 9:36-43), and Paul only one, 
as I recall (Acts 20:9-12). Miracles 
were unusual and striking, even in 
New Testament times; and even at} an

miracles, raise the dead, cast out 
devils, and talk with new tongues. 


| These things are promised only to 


“follow them that believe,” that is, 
those who have faith for these par- 
ticular miracles! Where God gives 
the faith, God gives the miracles. 


But it is an equally sad mistake 
to say that God works no miracles 
these days. The history of the 
church fathers tells again and 
again of miracles in answer to 
prayer. The literature of the China 
Inland Mission and of other ortho- 
dox and fundamental and reliable 
foreign missions these days tells 
marvelous stories of the casting 
out of devils, of instant healing of 
Sick in answer to prayer. You 
should read “Pastor Hsi,’”’ by Mrs. 
Howard Taylor, the true, well au- 
thenticated story of a Chinese 
Christian who many times cast out 
devils. The book is perfectly re- 
liable. Or you should read the book, 
“The Ministry of Healing,” by Dr. 
A. J. Gordon, which gives reports 
down through the ages, reliably 
authenticated, telling of many, 
many miracles. Dr. W. B. Riley; 
Dr. R. A. Torrey; D. L. Moody; 
Dr. Charles Blanchard, former 
president of Wheaton College, and 
many others have published ac- 
counts of miraculous answers to 
prayer. They are rare; but they do 
happen, where God gives faith. And 
those who have never seen such 
wonders of God should very mod- 
estly keep quiet in the presence of 
others who know they have seen 


‘God work in supernatural, even 


miraculous power, in modern times. 


God has never changed His gos- 
pel. Even in Old Testament times 
people were saved exactly the same 
as they are today. In Acts 10:43 
Peter said by divine inspiration, 
“To him (Christ) give all the 
prophets witness, that through his 
name whosoever believeth on him 
shall receive remission of sins,”’ 
Every prophet in the Old Testa- 
ment taught that one who trusted 
in Christ would be saved. Jesus 
said, ‘Abraham rejoiced to see my 
day: and he saw it, and was glad” 
(John 8:56). He said, ‘““Moses.... 
wrote of me” (John 5:46). And in 
Romans, chapter 4, Abraham is 
held up as.an Old Testament ex- 
ample of one who was saved by 
faith without works. Circumcision, 
sacrifices, ceremonies—these never 
saved anybody in Old Testament 
times. They were given to picture 
the coming of the Saviour. And 
since John the Baptist in New Tes- 
tament time, baptism, church mem- 
bership, the Lord’s Supper, godly 
living—these have not saved men. 
But they are proper outward sym- 
bols and illustrations of the won- 
derful gospel. They picture the 
death of Christ and His resurrec- 
tion and proclaim to the world 
what God will do for a sinner who 
trusts Him. 


So we say to you in the words of 
Paul, “But though we, or an angel 
from heaven, preach any other gos- 
pel unto you than that which we 
have preached unto you, let him be 
accursed.” Paul never changed his 
gospel. And Paul never abandoned 
those outward rites, baptism and 
the Lord’s Supper, which so beauti- 
fully picture the death and burial 
of Christ and His resurrection, and 
our participation in His death and 
in His resurrected life. The great 
commission is still ours to go and 
teach all nations, to preach the 
gospel to every creature, and to 
baptize them in the name of the 
father and the Son and the Holy 
Spirit, and then to teach them to 
observe all things that God com- 
manded the apostles to observe. 


It is time for us to go back to 
the fundamentals and essentials. 
There are clear dispensational 
teachings in the Bible. But when 
people insist on making intricate 
divisions in the scriptures, setting 
one part against another, magni- 
fying one Avimal inspired writer 
more than another, finding new 
interpretations to discredit certain 
plain commands of Christ, certain 
duties of Christians commanded in 
the Bible and followed by the best 
Christians for centuries, they are 
not true to the dispensational 
teachings of the Bible. And when/}1 
they spend more time chopping the 
scriptures up into artificial dispen- 
sations, dividing between John the 
Baptist and between Peter 

Paul, than they do in studying 
ahd teaching the great themes of 
the Bible, as clearly traced in the 
Scriptures aunanives then all 


kinds of divisions and carnal strifes 


will appear among the people of

(a) When the New Testament 


quotes the Old Testament Scrip- 
tures the Old Testament words 
for prophet, etc., are translated 
by the New Testament words 
for prophet, etc. Example: Acts 
2:17, 18, 


(b) The men who were distinct- 
ly called prophets, in the Old 
Testament are called by the 
same term in the New Testa- 
ment, especially Isaiah, Jeremi- 
ah, Daniel, many times. There- 
‘fore the related terms for proph- 
et, prophetess, prophecy, proph- 
esying in the Old Testament 
mean the same as the same re- 
» mink terms in the New Testa- 


Il. Many Scriptures show that 
prophesying had to be a divine 
revelation, for example, Luke .7: 
39, “Now when the Pharisee 
which had bidden him saw it, he 
spake within himself, saying, This 
man, if he were a prophet, would 
have known who and what man- 
ner of woman this is that touch- 
eth him: for she is a sinner;”’ 
Matthew 26:68 (to Christ blind- 
folded) “Prophesy unto us, thou 
Christ, Who is he that smote 
thee?” Here, simply preaching or 
forthtelling could not be meant by 
the word. 


Ill. The preachers of the New Tes- 
tament were never called proph- 
ets. For example, Paul, Peter and 
others who preached continually 
(but who incidentally wrote some 
prophecies by divine revelation 
were never called prophets, as I 
recall. Contrast this with Agabus, 
who in two cases is called a 
prophet (Acts 11:28; Acts 21:10, 
11), and in both of these cases 
he foretold the future in a brief 
statement. In neither case did he 
preach a sermon, do any teach- 
ing, or expound the word. Obvi- 
ously the Holy Spirit used the 
word prophet here about one who 
gave a direct, divine revelation, 
not about one who preached. 


IV. Note that prophecy is one of 
the divine, supernatural gifts 
mentioned in I Corinthians 12:10, 
each of which is supernatural, 
“To another the working of mir- 
acles; to another prophecy; to an- 
other discerning of spirits; to an- 
other divers kinds of tongues; to 
another the interpretation of 
tongues.” Here, no doubt, proph- 
ecy is a miraculous gift, not an 
ordinary expounding of Scripture, 
or teaching, or preaching. 

V. Contrast these two facts: (a) 
all the Corinthians are encour- 
aged to seek to prophesy (I Cor. 
14:1, 24), and it is foretold that 
in the last days women will be 


when men get ‘smart’ with God, 
when they consider themselves wis- 
er than others about the Word of 
God. God “hath hid these things 
from the wise and prudent and 
hath revealed them unto babes’’ 
(Matt. 11:25). 

If new converts were taught 
more about the plan of salvation, 
the duties of a Christian life, the 
power of the Holy Spirit, how to 
win -souls, and such other funda- 
mentals, then they would later be 
better able to learn incidentals, 
such as the mark of the beast, or 
to. understand such terms as “the 
gospel of the kingdom’ without 
setting Paul against Peter or 
against Christ, in his teaching, and 
without starting new-fangled cults 
or departing from the great com- 
mission or leaving off Bible bap- 
tism or the Lord’s Supper. 

Again let us impress upon our 
minds the solemn warning of the 
apostle Paul, inspired by the Holy 
Spirit, But though we, or an angel 
from heaven, preach any other gos- 
pel unto you than that which ye 
have received, let him be accursed. 
As we said before, so say we now 
again, if any man preach any other 
gospel unto you than that ye have 
Ae a te let him be accursed” (Gal. 

There is only one gospel; there 
has never been another, and there 
will never be another. It is the 
blessed gospel of grace, that Christ 
died for our sins according to the 
scriptures and rose again third 
day according to the scriptures, 
that “whosoever believeth on him 
should not perish but have ever-

filed with the Holy Spirit and 
prophesy (Acts 2:17), while in 
I Corinthians 14:34, 35, the same 
chapter where they are encour- 
aged to prophesy, they are ex- 
pressly forbidden to speak offi- 
cially as a preacher would need 
to do; and in I Timothy 2:11, 12 
they are forbidden to teach men 
or have authority over men. Then 
prophecy and preaching are not 
the same thing, else the Scrip- 
tures seem to contradict in mean- 


VI. Note the miraculous results the 
Holy Spirit says would happen if 
all of a congregation prophesied 
and a lost sinner should hear 
them, as told in I Corinthians 14: 
24, 25. Of such a lost man, hear- 
ing people prophesy, we are told, 
“he is convinced of all, he is 
judged of all: and thus are the se- 
crets of his heart made manifest; 
and so falling down on his face 
he will worship God, and report 
that God is in you of a truth.” 
Now that result would only come 
if God revealed to those present 
the secrets of the lost man’s heart 
so he would be convinced and 
judged and would know that the 
messages were directly from God. 
In a” Pentecostal meeting where 
everyone tries to preach, that re- 
sult does not happen. Therefore 
preaching is not meant here by 
the word prophesy. 

I should be very happy to have 
this evidence examined by compe- 
tent teachers and Bible students, I
